Car's Commander Declares He Will Move 
Against the Chinese Regardless of 
Other Governments.

Washington, August 24.—(Special.)— 
There is great anxiety in official circles 
gver the attitude of Russia and Germany 
i China. The announcement that the 
eral commanding the Russian troops 
has said he proposes to g0 ahead with 
his operations regardiess of what the 
other powers do, because his government 
bes declared war against China, is con- 
gered by the president and his ad- 
yisers as the Bravest kind of a complica- 
tion, opening up, as it does, all sorts 
of possibilities of continued trouble. 
Germany's attitude is also being viewed 
with alarm. While there has been no 
siatement from Germany like that of 
the Russian general, it is regarded as 
significant that the German government 
declines to accept Li Hung Chang as an 
guthorized envoy of China and that mil- 
jary preparations are being rapidly 
rushed forward by the Germans. In

The news 
of this outbreak was very much a sur- 
prise to the officials, who have not 
thought of the possibility of trouble in 
that quarter. An American vessel and 
American marines are to go-there at 
once for the protection of American in- 
terests.

TERRIFIC STORM AT NOME.

Forty-Five Dead Bodies Have Been 

, Washed Ashore. 

San Francisco, August 24.—A Seattle, 
Wash., special to The Bulletin says: A 
terrific storm raged at Nome August 7th. 
There was a heavy loss of life. The 
water front is lined with wreckage and 
stranded vessels of all descriptions. Out 
of sixty-elght steam launches it is re- 
ported only five remained afloat, and of 
seventy-two barges all but seven drifted 
ashore. Twenty dead bodies were washed 
ashore and taken to the morgue for 
identification.

IEN TSIN, July 16.—(Special Corres- 
pondence.)—The leng, grim  night- 
mare is over, but all is yet chaos 
here. The spasmodic bombardment of 
the foreign section, which had lasted for 
weeks, is at an end, and the American and 
European civilians who have endured all 
the diabolical torments and irdefinable 
suspense that goes with barbarian war- 
fare now feel ihat they can breathe 
safely. Already their flight to Taku has 
begun. The military officers are begging 
every non-combatant who is not needed 
by the army to leaye.the elty at once, for 
Tién Tsin sits uneasily on a powder keg 

with bonfires raging all about, 

The Chinese enemy have seemingly van- 
ished, though bodies of scouts are nosing 
out small parties of them just beyond the 
city. The main body of the yellow enemy, 
defeated here, but by nro means discour- 
aged, is believed to be not many miles 
away on ihe Pekin road. Chinese run- 
ners bearing alarming reports are coming 
in at every hour. They secure quick ad- 
mission to the various military head- 
quarters. There, in consideration of the 
“secret service’’ money. handed to them, 
they glibly tell the most wonderful 
stories. Regiments of imperial troops and 
hordes of new yellow recruits, so they 
Sey, are swarming the roads to Pekin. 
But can a Chinaman be believed? Espe- 
cially one who claims that he is selling 
out his own countrymen for pay® 

Yet, in all the chaos, through the storm 
of conflicting reports that come in here 
momentarily, one fact is assured. We 
are not fighting boxers, but impertal 
troops. Boxers there are in swarms, und 
they are very incarnate devils—but they 
are only camp-followers! They do tna 
guerrilla work; they come in through our 
lines at times in the guise of Christian 
converts; they spy, they loot and they cut 
off stragglers, attack the outposts of the 
allies, but it was the imperial troops, with 
fine rifles, using accurate aim, and serv- 
ing modern artillery with a fair degree of 
precision, who attacked the foreign con- 
cession here, and who were two days ago 
fought completely out of Tfen Tsin. Im- 
perial troops and their officers were found 
lying in swaths in the positions that the 
allies took. Whatever the government is 
at Pekin, that government is directing its 
large and fairly good army in revolt 
against the rest of the world. Let dipio- 
mats say what the exigenciés may re- 
quire, but every military officer here 
knows that he has been fighting against 
the imperial power of China. As for the 
boxers—unless every Chinaman be a 
boxer—few of them have been found 
among the dead It is yet too early to 
write the full, thrilling story of the cap- 
ture of Tien Tsin. For days the Chinese 
posted on the walls of the native walled 
city had amused themselves with potting 
at every soldier of the allied camps who 
got near enough to be within possible 
range. It was more than annoying, and 
besides, if the reported heavy Chinese re- 
enforcements on the way reached here, 
it was likely to result in making the na- 
tive city impregnable to an army much 
larger than ours. On Thursday the com- 


Manhattan, Kan., August 24.—W. J. 
Bryan began the day with a speech here 
at 10:30 a.m. The community is regarded 
as strongly republican, but there was a 
large audience.

manders met. The Russians advocated 
swift, reckless attack. The Japanese were 
all but silent, merely replying that they 
were ready to attempt whatever the coun- 
cil decided. Brigadier General Dorward, 
of the British army, favored. vigorous at- 
tack. Colonei E. H. Liscum, of the Ninth 
United States infantry, agreed with him. 
There was some opposition on the ground 
that the arrival of more troops from Taku 
should precede general attack. The voice 
of the majority was for determined attack 
on Friday morning, Ahe 33th. 

The council broke up as soon as ar- 
rangements had been made. The decision 
was kept a secret. Not even the corres- 
pondents in camp knew what was to be 
done, though a suspicion’ of the plan was 
ecented. Through the night a desuitory 
shell fire was kept up between the artll- 
lery of the allies and the Chinese on the 
walls. Yet throughout the allied camps 
most of the men slept soundly. 

Preparing for the Attack. 

Long befcre daylight on Friday morn- 
ing reveille sounded far ang wide. In the 
camp of the Ninth the quick, sharp or- 
ders of the officers told the men that 


your breakfasts as fast as you can, men, 
but no exposed fires!’’ Nevertheless, some 
of the fires over which bacon was sizzling 
must have been seen from the walls, for 
the enemy tried to reach the blaze with 
shells. No casualties resulted from this. 
Our boys of the Ninth laughed quietly, 
hardtack .and 
scalding coffee. There was a hauling on 
of haversacks, a slinging of canteens, the 
adjustment of blanket rolls and ammuni- 
tion belts—and none too soon, for the as- 
sembly blew briskly out. Men feli in. Al- 
most immediately the column swung off 
down the road, just after Colonel Liscum 
came riding up with his final orders from 
General Dorwacd. There was a _ softly. 
murmured cheer from the British as we 
passed them. It is the soldier’s wish to 
lead. With fine courtesy General Dorward 
had given us the advance of his brigade. 

Somewhere near us in the dark at the 
start were the splendid American marines. 
We did not see them afterwards, as the 
French and the Japanese, in the center 
of the line, were between the two Amer- 
ican bodies of troops. It was a little af- 
ter 4 o'clock that the artillery of the ailics 
opened with a sound like that of thunder. 
The walled city was getting its deserts at 
last in the shape of a fearful bembhard- 
ment. In front of the walled city the 
mud villages were receiving a portion of 
the shells. From the walls came vuccas- 
ional Chinese sheils. For a while we 
thought the main body of the enemy had 
retreated. The west arsenal fell without 
much resistance, which, for a _ time, 
strengthened the belief in the foes’ re- 
treat. 

It was daylight, now, and the Ninth, 
plodding along wretched roads and acruss 
muddy ricefields, was making slow work 
of ‘t, yet managed to keep its piace in 
line. The Chinese rifle fire infront be- 
came so terrific that vur men were 
obliged to lie down at Intervals along the 
way, sighting and firing fast at the 
enemy’s lines. From the walls and the 


}mud villages,came a galling’ fire that

Our men were on 
open ground, unable to find cover, and 
the casualties were frequent and unnerv- 
ing. Who was it said the Chinese could 
not shoot?

Death of Colonel Liscum. 

Down the line traveled the news that 
Colonel Liscum had been killed. It did 
not Gishearten the Ninth’s boys, but 
made them alj the more determined on 
victory.

You never 
hear of an old slavery negro gettuins 
lynched, but we all have to suffer as a 
race, as we are also condemned, and this 
is the thing we want to stop. We don't 
mix with this low class of negrocs.

LEE COUNTY CROPS ARE SHORT. 


Loss of Fifty Per Cent Will Be Real- 
ized in That Section, 

Leesburg, Ga., August. 24.—(Special.)— 
Crops in this section are very much cut 
off. Only about 40 to 50 per gent of tast 
year’s crops will be made. A great deal 
of the cotton wil] have no polls fo open 
after the first picking, being dead with 
rust.

Does Not Like the Idea of Removal of 
Naval Station. 


COMMITTEE WILL BE SENT ON 


Argument Will Be Made at Washing- 
ton Favoring Port Royal. 


IS OF MORE BENEFIT 10 CITY 


Naval Board Will Be Urged To Let 
the Station Remain—What the 
Committee Will Argue. 


Savannah. Ga.. August 24.—(Special.)— 
Mayor Myers will arrange at an early 


i date for a committee of citizens to take 


in hand Savannah’s interest in the Port 
Royal naval station, and for securing an 
appropric®eon from congress for the pur- 
pose of deepening the channel of the Sa- 
vannah river to a depth of twenty-eight 
to thirty feet. 

Savannah is particulariy desirous that 
the naval station should remain at Port 
Royal instead of being moved to Charles- 
ton on account of her large and rapidly 
growing commerce. In case of war a na- 
val station at Port Royal would be of 
greater advantage to Savannah in the way 
of protection than would a station at 
Charleston. Savannah at present also 
geis a large amount of trade from the 
Pért Roya] station. This committee will, 
therefore, go before the naval board and 
urge that it recommend the retention of 
the station at Port Royal. 

The constant growth of Savannah's 
commerce will be the argument for an 
appropriation for deepening the channel. 
The construction of a million dollar ter- 
miral cn Hutchinson's island by the Sea- 
board company means a large addition to 
that commerce, and perhaps before long 
a new line of steamers. The new line 
contemplatéd by Philadelphia merchants 
will probably come to Savannah. The 
channel now has a maximum depth of 
only twenty-six feet, and it is desired to 
increase this to twenty-eight or thirty 
feet as early as practicable. Many ves- 
sels drawing from twenty-six to twenty- 
eight feet could be brought here if the 
desired depth could be sectrred, and the 
committee will make a strong. pull for it.

It wus afterwards discovered that Indiana 
could not own land in Georgia, and other 
parties secured the title to the property 
ownedi by Indiana. 


Later W. P. Eastman claimed the 


property, and sold Dodge 300,000 acres for ,® gift, however small. 


$1,000. It is under this deed that Dodge 
claims ownership. 

The question now is whether these 
sheriff's deeds and peaceable possession 
since 1850 is a good title, or whether Dodge 
can take the land with a deed given by 
the Georgia Lumber Company after its 
collapse.

idea of leaving the firing line. ‘The other 
wounded officers among our men be- 
haved with equal gallantry. Many of 
the men were so Slightly hit that they 
refused to report to the surgeons, but 
kept on firing. 

So the day wore on to night. Some 
three-quarters of an hour before dark 
the artillery of the allies opened ter- 
rifically on the walls. ~ 

“This means a night assault on the 
wall,’ was the word that passed along 
It meant murder, pure 
and simple, as these jaded fighting men 
saw it. To swim the canal and try ‘o 
get through those thick, high walls, 
seemed an impossible feat, as indeed, 
it would have been. But the artillery 
fire continued with undiminished ferog¢i- 
ty until after dark. Then word came 
that a conference of commanders had de- 
cided that the Ninth was to be with- 
drawn under cover of the darkness. Dur- 
ing the latter part of the afternoon Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Coolidge, now command- 
ing the Ninth, had foreseen ‘this possi- 
bility. He had been anxiously debat- 
ing whether it would be possible to car- 
ry away all the wounded on withdraw- 
ing. Unless he could do so with com- 
parative safety for the wounded he was 
opposed to the idea of retreat. But 
dark came, and the tired men were 
moved back in small parties, others of 
their comrades remaining in position to 
cover their retreat. Stretchers and im- 
provised stretchers were used in getting 
the wounded back. The manuever was 
accomplished. And now the officers of 
the Ninth had their first opportunity to 
do more than merely guess at their 
losses during the day. Out of a total 
of a little over four hundred men, the 
losses amounted to one officer killed 
and five wounded; seventeen enlisted 
men killed and seventy-two wounded, It 
was heavy, frightful; but the men of 
the Ninth puffed at their pipes when all 
was over, and said quietly: 

“Oh, we'll get even.” 

These men were grimy with powder 
and the foulness of their rifle barrels.

They enter into it 
with the gusto of schoolboys playing 
‘“shinny.”’ The Japanese have been firm- 
er friends of ours than ever since the 
fight of Friday. Some of them declare 
even in the presence of representatives 
of other nations, that our men are the 
best fighters with the allied army. It is 
certain, however, that in recklessness, the 
Japanese, when they get started, are not 
to be surpassed. ‘The men whom they 
fought hand-to-hand in the streets of the 
walled city were mainly boxers, the rifile- 
bearing troops of the enemy havihg made 
good their escape and left the fanatics 
to bear the brunt of the second day's 
work.

Some one, name unknown, is industri- 
ously circulating stories of Russian atro- 
cities here in Tien Tsin.

The \Cossacks 
serving here are a magnificent lot of fel- 
lows physically. They rush into danger 
without a thought, and without the more 
than two thousand of them who assist- 
ed in taking Tien Tsin’s walled city, the 
allies would have had a hard time in- 
deed. Big, savage fellows, these 
Cossacks certainly are, so far as ap- 
pearance goes. They do not love the 
Chinese, and clearly enjoy fighting them, 
but of the . stories of outrage 
atrocity that I have so far had time to 
run down not one has developed into 
more than a slander. 


Americans Were Splendid. 


There has been looting since we cn- 
tered Tien Tsin. That I connot doubt, 
since I have seen it. But no American 
soldier has been engaged in it. You in 
America will have no need to blush for 
your soldiers or marines. Both have 
stood well to the front in the brunt of 
the fighting. Their discipline has been 
irreproachable. In one way this Chi- 
nese business will prove a blessing to 
the world. It will afford the powers full 
and ample data on the courage, fight- 
ing powers, discipline, style of equip- 
ment and comparative value of the troops 
of the different ‘nations. 


Story of the Looting Next. 


In no way could the discipline of our 
men have been better proved than it was 
im the way they refrained from looting, 
even when it could have been done away 
from the gaze of their officers, and in the 
way in which they stopped others from 
looting. But the story of Tien Tsin’s 
treasure trove I shall have to reserve 
for another letter.

Thieves Are Chased Away from Ne- 
| braskan’s Train. 


Beatrice, Neb., August 24.—A somewhat 
exciting incident marked Mr. Bryan’s 
first stop in his own state on his return 
from the Topeka notification meeting to- 
day.

Defeat of Boxers Que to 500 
United States Soldiers 


COMMANDED bY A BRITON 


The English and Japanese Troops 
Took Part in the Engagement 
and Over Three Hun- 
dred. Chinese Were 
Killed. 


London, August 25, 3:45 a. m.—Five hun- 
dred American troops participated in a 
signal defeat of boxers outside Tien Tsin 
August 19th. The:fact is briefly reported 
from Vienna. Details of the engagenfent 
come from the Reuter agent at Tien 
Tsin in a dispatch dated August 20th. In 
addition to the Americans the force con- 
sisted of 375 British and 200 Japanese, all 
under the. British general, Dorward, The 
fight took place at a village six miles 
southwest of Tien Tsin, where the allied 
forces found a considerable number of 
boxers whom they engaged, killing over 
300 and taking sixty-four wounded pris- 
oners who were sent to the hospitals of 
the allies. The village was burned. The 
Americans had five wounded, the Japa- 
nese six and the British none. Hundreds 
of boxers, flags, spears and swords wer® 
captured, 

From Shanghai comes a report qualified 
by the assertion that it is from purely 
Chinese sources that the empress dOwa- 
ger. after proceeding one day’s journey 
from Pekin. became terrified at the loot- 
ing by General Tung Fu Siang’s troops, 
and went back to Pekin. 

A Chinese telegram from Tsinan Fu 
says that Prince Tuan has been captured 
by a detachment of the allies. Other Chi- 
nese messages record a formation of a 
provisional government in Pekin by the 
allies: but this appears to be a purely 
military measure and merely an elabora- 
tion of the scheme for dividing the city 
into sections for police purposes. 

Ii Hung Chang has received word that 
the allies entered Pekin easily because 
the troops of General Tung Fu Siang ut- 
terly refused to face the allies. 

According to the Shanghai correspond- 
ent of The Daily Express, Earl Li, rec- 
ognizing the futility of an attempt to 
drive the foreigners fram China, now pro- 
fesses conversion te reform principles. 

Shanghai advices announce the receipt 
of a Chinese official dispatch asserting 
that Emperor Kwang Su has been* found 
and rescued by the Japanese. 

Messages from Tien Tsin report serious 
mortality among American horses, owing 
to the heat. : 

Delayed advices to Reuter dated Pekin 
August 14th, reiterate the statement re- 
garding the treachery of the Chinese on 
the night before the relief. They had in- 
formed the members of the legations that 
orders had been issued to cease firing. 
This was followed by a desperate attack 
and it was only the welcome sound of the 
cannon of the relieving force in the morn- 
ing that renewed the courage of the for- 
eigners. The correspondent adds: 

“The Chinese admit having lost 3,000 in 
the various attacks upon the legations. 
Our rations dwindled to one pound a day, 
eonsisting of horse:flesh and rice. 

“When the American detachment at- 
tacked the whole Chinese force ¢oncen- 
trated against them, leaving the Sha-Ho 
gate unwatched, whereupon the British 
entered there without the loss of a man,”’ 


LEADER OF THE PLOT SHOT.

London, August 2%4.—A special dispatch 

from Pretoria says that Lieutenant Cor- 


due was shot yesterday (Friday) after- 
noon. Cordua was formerly of the Staats 
artillery and was convicted of being a 
ringleader in the plot to abduct General 
Roberts and kill British officers. 


BRITISH PRISONERS RESCUED. 


Rundle Finds 140,000 Rounds Am- 
munition Which Had Been Buried. 


London, August 24.—The following dis- 
patch has been received at the war office 
from Lord Roberts: 

‘Pretoria, Thursday, August 23.—Baden- 
Powell rescued 100 British prisoners at 
Warm Baths August 22d, and captured 
twenty-five Boers and a German artillery 
officer. Buller’s casualties August 2ist 
were seven men killed and C@ptain Elleg- 
shaw and twenty-one men wounded, and 
five men missing. Kitchener, August 22d, 
had eight casualties. While reconnoiter- 
ing in the Komati valley Rundle found 
140,000 rounds of ammunition burfed. The 
columns pursuing Dewet made wonderful 
marches. Colonel MacKinnon covered 224 
miles in fourteen Alays.”’

The bids for the masonry dam across the 
Congaree at this city have been opened at 
the office of Captain Sandford, corps of 
engineers, United Sta@es army. The bids 
were as follows: Evansville (Ind.) Con- 
tracting Company. $75,631; G. O. Tenny, 
Spartanburg. $88,155; A. R. Stewart, Co- 
lumbia, $96,945; Christy, Son & Heyward, 
Chicago, Ill., $98,615.50; G. W. Waring, Co- 
lumbia, $100,000: Frank Pigeon, Ulster 
county. New York, $126,400. , 

The bids have been forwarded to Wash- 
irgton, where they will be passed upon. 
This is the first step in a great work for 
Columbia and a large section of country 
tributary to the Congaree and Santee 
rivers. The building of this dam with 
accoinpanying locks will enable steamers 
to come up the mile of shoals below the 
city, and. then the river will Be dredged 
to its mouth.

Negro National Business League in 
Session in Boston. 


Boston, August 24.—The session of the 
negro national business leagne was re- 
sumed at Parker Memorial hall at 10 
o’clock today. Among the speakers was 
W. O. Emery, of Macon, Ga. He advised 
the colored people of Boston to remove 
to the south and go into business. He 
said there were many more business op- 
portunittes for them there and that the 
south was the land of the negro. J. A. 
Williams, of Omaha, spoke for the color- 
ed people of his state. He told of suc- 
cessful negro farmers in Nebraska and 
urged that many more go there. He 
thought the people, white and black, 
ought to get back to thé soil.

The Republican Conspiracy. 

We have already given various rea- 
Bons why the republican policy of im- 
perialism is the most vital issue in the 
present campaign, Another and a more 
potent reason lies in the fact that the 
republican orators and organs are ap- 
parently afraid to discuss the question 
with any degree of boldness or confi- 
dence.

As a result, the party spokesmen are 
On the defensive; they are hedging 
and dodging; they are reasonably sure 
that the reason the good and kind Mc- 
Kinley turned his back on his ‘“‘plain 
duty” in the matter of the Porto Rican 
tariff was because he desired to make 
vassa| colonies of our new possessions, 
but they are not sure; and all the time 
the “rock-ribbed voters,’”’ who may be 
depended on to support the party under 
any and all circumstances, are wonder- 
ing why the campaigners are not push- 
ing matters more vigorously. 

As for the organs, nineteen-twen- 
tieths of them are fatally handicapped 
by their criticism of the good and kind 
McKinley’s Porto Rican policy, and 
they dare not come gut and indorse it. 
This combination of reasons has taken 
ali the snap and vigor out of the cam- 
paign, and the result is apathy on the 
part of the republican voters, They 
hear the democrats denouncing the re- 
publican conspiracy against republican 
institutions, and they wait in vain for 
-gome adequate and logical reply to the 
charge. The party is on the defensive, 
with few to defend it. : 


Even the immortal Hanna—he of the * 


unlimited gall and the monumental 
cheek—is oppressed by the necessity 
that the party is under to keep quiet 
on the main question. Hanna’s bold- 
ness has taken wings. His plan, which

This is the explanation of Hanna’s 
remarks in a recent speech at Asbury 
Park. “I am not going to sound the 
keynote of the campaign,” he exclaim- 
ed. “Individual duty to strive toward 
the welfare and well being of the coun- 
try is paramount.” This is awkward 
and lumbering English, but we can 
understand it well enough to indorse it. 
That duty is paramount at al] times 
and on all occasions, and is, in fact 
a part of the issue of the present cam- 
paign. Is it the duty of citizens to vote 
to make the flag of the republic stand 
for empire in the Philippines—the flag 
that is the symbol of liberty and in- 
dependence at home? 

On the other hand, is it not the duty 
of every citizen, the poorest as well as 
the richest, to see to it that the flag 
which stands for liberty, independence 
and human rights at home shall repre- 
sent all the blessings of freedom in 
Porto Rico and the Philippines? The 
welfare and well being of republican 
government cannot mean one thing at 
home and another thing in the Philip- 
pines. The flag cannot be the symbo! of 
empire and vassalage at one point, and 
the emblem of freedom and popular 
rights at another, 

Mr. Hanna did not sound the keynote 
of the campaign for the very good rea- 
son that it had already been sounded 
by Mr, Bryan in his speech of accep- 
tance. As a plea for the entity and in- 
tegrity of our institutions and as an 
explanation of the mission of our re- 
public as a guide to the liberty-loving 
peoples of the world, the address 
stands alone among the utterances of 
latter-day statesmen.

Therefore we are to seize and hold 
the inhabitants of the island group as 
vassals; therefore we are to crush out 
if we can whatever aspirations our 
own success as a republic may have 
implanted in the bosoms of the Filipi- 
nos. 

There {s not a word in all this about 
the immortal truths set forth in the 
declaration of independence. What 
Senator Frye says will apply to almost 
any country on the globe. We have a 
largé and growing trade with China; 
should we, therefore, seize and hold a 
slice of Chinese territory? We have 
considerable commerce with Great 
Britain; would it add to our profits to 
seize Canada next door and hold the 
people there as vassa] subjects? 

These are questions that carry their 
own answer with them. What -republi- 
can editor or orator will dare to assert 
that it will increase our trade to deny 
the Filipinos a government of their 
own, or to say that they shall have no 
more rights and privileges under 
American auspices than they had un- 
der Spanish rule? In fine, what does 
John Hay mean by playing monkey for 
England, and at the same time arrang- 
ing for “‘the open door’ in China? If 
War and not peace is the handmaid of 
commerce, why does Hay try to secure 
by diplomacy what he could more defi- 
nitely secure by wars of conquest? 

It seems to us that any person intel- 
ligent enough to remember the days 
of the week should be able to perceive 
that the republican conspiracy headed 
by the goog and kind McKinley is at 
war With all our institutions and tradi- 
tions.

Another Boom in Pensions. 

The pension business has taken on 
new life ‘since the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war. 

The report of the pensian office up 
to July ist, shows that already more 
pensions have been applied for on ac- 
count of the war than the number of 
men who saw actual service in it. In 
all, 30.981 pensions have been applied 
for within two years after the cessation 
of hostilities, out of an army of 230,000, 
one-half of whom were never out of 
camp. It is estimated that by this time 
next year the total number of applica- 
tions for pensions on account of the 
Spanish war will have reached the 
grand total of 50,000. That is, that. 
within three years after their muster- 
in pensions will have been applied for 
on account of one-fourth of the men 
enlisted for the war. 

This new draft upon the public treas- 
ury will be enough to enlarge custom- 
house and internal revenue taxes in- 
definitely. The soldier of the present 
day is as fully informed as to pension 
possibilities as is the bride to the open 
door of the divorce court.

The Town Has a Record, Too. 

The Ohio town which resolved itself 
into a riot because a negro was not de- 
livered up to mob law, has a regord of 
which it speaks with a crimson biush.

The name of the city is derived from 
its high elevation, akron being a Greek 
word meaning the summit. Curiously 
enough, the city is the outgrowth of a 
religious settlement named Tallmadge, 
which was settled in 1803 by pioneers from 
Connecticut.

it is that a comparative new-comer cannot un- 


derstand or appreciate these sacred associations 
and hallowed memories, but ihnow the older 
c‘tizens can submit to these changes without 
urging a protest I cannot comprehend, for if 
these changes are allowed for ‘he asking who 
kvows but rext year some one will think that 
a change should be made, or that he has a 
name that he fancies more than the ¢xisting 
one, when and where will it stop?

Just as much rea- 
son for such change as to change the rames of 
the streets bere. It does seem that there are 
encvgh outlying streets yet to be named to ac- 
cummodate all those who desire to have a strect 
named for them, or those who wish te apply 
their fancy names to the streets which now 
bea’ the names of our once honored and 
highly respected citizens, and who aided ma- 
terially in paving- the way to Atlanta’s great- 
ress. Let the council refuse in the future to 
obliterate these sacrad old landmarks unless 
there is real sound reasoning for co c¢oing.

Unpleasantness Between Glenn 
and Howard, 


As a result of their litigation in Justice 
Bloodworth's court Thursday in which 
the straw bond matter was incidentally 
aired. L. Judson Glenn and William 
Schley Howard spent yesterday in swéar- 
ing out warrants against each other on 
divers and sundry charges, and when 
darkness fel] from the wing of night each 
belligerent was under bond and summon- 
ed to appear in this or that justice’s 
court to answer such accusations as lar- 
ceny after trust, perjury and q threat- 
ened infraction of the peace. Today 
these lawyers will be promiscously in 
evidence at the bar, 

Mention was made in yesterday’s Con- 
by Glenn 
against Howard, after the former had 
beeh placed under a $300 bond by the 
prosecution of the latter, on a eharge of 
larceny after trust, which case was dis- 
missed by Justice Bloodworth. Tie 
charge against Mr. Howard was the same 
as that Glenn had been bound over on 
and bright and early next morning Glenn 
swore out a new warran against his an- 
tagonist, this time in Justice Cook’s 
court, on West Marietta street. Howard 
took a change of venue to Justice Bate- 
man’s court, where it is expected that the 
case will come up this morning. 

When Mr. Howard learned of the step 
Glenn had taken, it is alleged by the 
latter that he called him up on the tele- 
phone and threatened him. Howard is 
said to have notified Glenn go put on his 
fighting clothes, as he was coming over 
to the Brown building to “wear him 
out.’’ or words to that effect. Glenn said 
something that sounded to the telephone 
girl ike an oath and hung up the re- 
ceiver. He tore through the alley to 
Decatur street and panted up the steps 
leading to Justice Landrum’s court, 
where he broke all previous records for 
swearing out a@ peace warrant. Whén 
William Schley Howard charged across 
the stony veldt that separates his kopje 
from that of Gtenn, the hand of a bailiff 
was laid on his shoulder and he was put 
under a $200 bond to keep the peace. In 
the justice’s office Howard and Glenn 
were brought face -to face, and Justice 


Landrum had to step between them tv’ 


prevent a fight being pulled off regard- 
jess of the bond proceedings, calling his 
bailiff to his aid the while. 

Howard went straight from Justice 
Lancrum’s court to that ef Justice Bate- 
man, where he swore out a warrant 
against Glenn for perjury, predicting the 
charge on Glenn's warrant against him 
for larceny afier trust. When Gienn was 
Waited on by the bailiff he went straignht- 
way to Justice Bateman and took a 
change of venue to Justice Landrum. 
iis bond had been nxed at $100. Both he 
and Howard were allowed to go free on 
their own recognizance. Justice Landrum 
declined to hear the merits ef the per- 
jury case, and it is expected to be heard 
at either Justices Orr's or Bloodworth’'s 
court today. 


Gienn Makes Statement. 


In an interview with a reporter of The 
Constitution Glenn stated that he had no 
complaint to make as to the correctness 
of The Constitution's reports in the straw 
bond developments, but said his position 
in the premises was likely to be misunder- 
stood ty tne public, and he therefure de- 
sired tO Make a Statement. He proceeged 
tO Rive a history of his troubies witn Mr. 
tHioward anent the bond fees. 

He was asked to tell whet he knew 
about the Garner straw bond *“syndicate.’’ 

i was coming to that,” Tresponded 
Gienn, “but what 1 had to say about 
Howard leads up to it. The bond that 
Howard paid me for brocuring for his 
Cilent may have been straw, but his clienc 
Was not compeied to languish in jai] on 
that account. My bondmaker, Mullins, 
did not surrender Howard's client for the 
Teason stated in this morning’s Constitu- 
tion, but because Howard had not paid to 
uS the money his client had given him to 
pay us for the bond fee agreed upon. 
Later he paid us part of the ree, but that 
was after we had had his ¢élient put back 
in jailon account of the delinquency, This 
occurred during the first days of my 
partnership with John Garner, three 
months ago, and at that time Mullins was 
not uneasy Over any straw bond revela- 
tions and his name was taken on bonds 
without question. Whether the bond was 
00d or bad cut no figure in that transac- 
tion and Mullins’s only motive in with- 
drawing it was the one I have stated. 

“Now, as to this straw bond business, I 
will say tw begin with that I believe the 
@ame was worked by certain parties that 
hung around the courts in Atlanta, and 
the sudden absence of my former partner, 
Garner,- Mullins, Webb and Hames in 
the face of the charges speaks for itself. 
I believe that the Mullins bond I pro- 
cured for Howard was straw, and I fear 
I have been instrumental as an attorney 
in helping my own and other attorneys’ 
clients make bonds that were not worth 
the paper they were written on. If I 
have been placed in the attitude of a 
party to the fraud my complicity was 
through ignorance of what was going on 
under the surface, I knew nothing of any 
straw bond game until Mr. Corrigan 
worked up the case against this man 
Hames. 

“As I said,” continued Glenn, “I formed 
a partnership with John rner three 
months or so ago. Garner told me then 
that he had two eilt-edged bondsmen that 
we could depend on in civil and criminal 
business, and I used them just as other 
legal firms in Atlanta that are considered 
reputable used them. Mr. rner was 
not a lawyer, and he was not in the firm 
a6 & partner in the legal pusiness, but 
only as a collector. I supposed Hames 
Was a2.man of property until, as his at- 
torney in the case brought against him 
by Corrigan for false swearing, I in- 
vestigated his alleged realty holdings on 
my own account. [ found the facts‘to be 
as charged, and after he had been held in 
bail of $800, which he could not give at 
first, I advised him to stay in jail until 
his hearing before Judge Bateman. I did 
not exert myself to get up a bond. Gar- 
ner seemed nervous and was evident! 
very anxious to get Hames out of jail, 
and did not like it when I advised him 
to let him stay in. Garner and Hames 
became dissatisfied with me as attorney 
and employed Frank Walker, and 
Garner then went to wark and made this 
forged bond, having it signed by W. C. 
Webb in the name of G. W. Webb, of De- 
Kalb county. This was done without es | 
knowledge or conserft and the forge 
bond was carried by Walker and Garner 
to Judge Bateman to be approved. I was 
out of the case, understand, and knew 
ee ahout it till Hames was out of 


soon as I learned that Hames had 
jumped his bail I went to see Eugene 
Black and John Corrigan and related all 
the circumstances, so far as I knew any- 
thing. and offered to do everything in 
My power to co-operate with them in 
having Hames brought back. As a mat- 
ter of fact I traced Hames to several 
places and paid a detective to go to Car- 
tersville y ix & im, but he had left over- 
lang Alabama. I thought T had him 
located in Gadsden and so 
prosecution.

Republigan managers profess to hail with 
delight pe return to the fold of old. Sen- 
ator Stewart, of Nebraska, who supported 
Bryan in 1896, but who has since then 
been put down as one of the supporters 
of Wharton Barker. Indications of Sen- 
ator Stewart’s purpose to get back with 
the republicans were given at different 
times during the last session of the sen- 
ate. but there was no declaration to that: 
effect and it has been supposed until re- 
cently that he Would be found arrayed 
with the opponents of the administration. 
While they do not pretend to believe that 
the old senator has any influence, or that 
his utterances count for much, they be- 
lieve his change of front is of value to 
them as indicating the general condition 
existing in Nevada and perhaps in other, 
states of the far west. If this utter- 
ence of Senator Stewart is followed by 
a similar one from Senator John P. Jones, 
as is expected, the republicans will feei 
that they are certain of the three elec- 
toral votes from Nevada and that the 
figures they haye been making on the 
far west are not wrong. 

- Not from Nevada alone, but from Utah 
and Wyoming, Idaho and South Dakota, 
come reports showing that the men who 
acted with the democrats in the last cam- 
paign on account of ine prominence of 
the silver question, are going back to 
the republican party and doing so,;on the 
conviction that silver is not the para- 
mount issue of this campaign. Indeed 
they seem to be taking as truth the ut- 
terances of the republican leaders at the 
Philadelphia convention who deciared 
that the silver question was “dead be- 
yond resurrection,” and having acted 
with the democrats on that issue alone, 
they are finding the opportunity to return 
to the party with which they formerly 
affiliated, 


Some of the democratic leaders who 


are here in Washington are inclined to be- 
lieve that this attitude of the silver re- 
publicans of the west will do more harm 
to the republican campaign than it will 
good. This change, they claim, is in its 
very nature acknowledgment that anoth- 
er question is the great one in the eyes 
of the Amefican people and it cuts the 
props, therefore, from under the efforts 
of the republican leaders to make their 
campaign in the doubtful states upon the 
silver question. They point out that in 
New York. Illinois, Wisconsin, Michigan, 
Indiana, Minnesota, Maryland, Delaware, 
New Jersey ahd West Virginia the repub- 
lican local managers have been given 
orders to “paramount” silver at all hazg- 
ards, and’ to claim that the real danger 
in the election of Bryan lies in his posi- 
tion on the financial question, To this 
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Washington, August 24.—(Special.)—The 
sudden death of Collis P. Huntington was 
a blow to more people than one, and it 
struck nobedy harder in a business way 
than it did Hanna. ' 

Mr. Huntington had for many years 
been one of the largest contributors to 
republican campaign funds through 
friendly legislation in the inter- 
est of his Pacific railroads, which have 
been consistently well cared for by his 
republican friends, The story goes that 
just before he left New York for the 
vacation which resulted in his death he 
saw Mr, Hanna and made certain prom- 
ises which brought happiness to the heart 
of that eminent friend of the people. 
These promises, it is understood, includ- 
ed something like a qua¥tér of a million 
dollar personal subscription to the cam- 
paign fund and the promise to exert him- 
self among certain friends interested in 
great corporations from whom, it was 
hoped, there might be gathered  to- 
gether all told something like $1,000,000 
for the use of Hanna and the lesser cor- 
ruptionists. 

His death, of course, changes all that, 
Not only will his personal subscription 
be lacking, but in the present state of 
the Southern Pacific and allied proper- 
ties it is doubtful if the man who may be 
chosen to succeed Mr. Huntington will be 
able to make anything like the contribu- 
tions that’ have been made in the past. 
Mr. Huntington has been so-absolutely 
the dominant figure tn the great corpo- 
rations which he built ip that he has 
been able tio draw’ on them without ques- 
tion for any amount which he saw fit to 
use in politics or to shape legislation. 
His action was never questioned. It is 
different now. No man who steps into 
his shoes will be able to fill them com- 
pletely. The corporations will have to 
be operated, for the present at least, on 
legitimate business principals In the in- 
terest of the stockholders, and this will 
not admit of the wholesale contributions 
for political purposes such as have been 
made in the past, 


Jolin W. Gates, who has himself her- 
alded as the “young Lochinvar of 
finance,”” is on his way back from Lon- 
don, having been summoned, it is an- 
nouced, by the republican managers, Ac- 
cording to the stories cabled from the 
other side, the anti-Cullom men of Iili-

COMMITTEE OPPOSES ENTRANCE 


City Engineer Clayton Asked To 
Submit Estimate of the Relative 
Costs of Entering the Park 
and Going Down Cher- 
okee Avenue. 


At the next meeting of council a resolu- 
tion will be introduced by the sewer com- 
mittee asking that body to refuse to al- 
low the proposed sewer to run from Geor- 
gia avenue through Grant park, but. to 
run it down Cherokee avenue to Augusta 


avenue. | 

This was decided on by the members of 
the committee who met yesterday with a 
representative of the park commissioners. 
Much discussion was indulged in by both 
sides and many plans for the connection 
of the proposed Georgia avenue sewer 
were advanced. but to al! of them Colonel 
W. T. Moyers, of the park commission. 


objected. 

The meeting was called to order at 4 

o'clock by Chairman Kilpatrick, of the 
sewer committee, and thé only business 
attended to was the sewer which the citv 
intended to connect with the one already 
through the park. 
- Colonel Moyers was aliowed to sneak in 
behalf of the park and he contended that 
it would be: against the law for the city 
to connect the sewer with the one in the 
perk, He said that tract of land com- 
prising Grant park had been donated to 
the city with the understanding !t was to 
be used strictly and exclusively for park 
purposes. 

“Why,” said Colonel Moyers, “‘the su- 
preme court has ruled that sewers are a 
nuisance. Citizens In this city have heen 
made to fill up their wells and instructed 
not to use well water as it had been 
poisoned by the gases generated in the 
sewers.” 

At this juncture City Engineer Clayton 
“was called in and asked to submit a map 
of the park. and of the streets under 
which the sewer would be run. 

Councilman Pope said he did not think 
@ sewer should enter the park, but if it 
would save the city money he thought it 
would be all right to connect this one 
and in future allow no others to enter. 

Councilman Grady was opposed to the 
— the park and so expressed 


“It would be a grave mistake,” he said, 
“to allow this sewer to enter the park. 
If they want a connection let them run it 
from Georgia avenue down Cherokee ave- 
NUe and connect at Augusta avenue. If 
we allow this sewer to connect, property 
,Owners on all sides of the park will be 
Tunning sewers into the one already there. 
I for one am heartily opposed to tearing 
up the flower beds and the roots of the 
trees for the sake of making a sewer 
connection.’’ 
| Councilman Pope wanted to know if the 
Connection of the sewer would te any 
rea] detriment to the park.

‘Why, ‘certainly it will,’ replied Colb- 
hel Moyers. “The Georgia avenue entrance 
is the main entrance to the park.

who opposed the progress of the 

allies in their march on Pekin and 
made the task one of the most difficult 
feats of any recorded in history !s a crea- 
ture of design: not an unexplained ob- 
struction in the landscape. 

It will be surprising to many that the 
man who first struggled to transform the 
heathen Chinese army into a modern 
fighting machine; who first forearmed the 
Mongol for the future conflict with the 
allied powers, was an American, Fred- 
erick Townsend Ward. 

There are not many now who will recall 
the Taeping rebellion, the outburst in 
China that began ten years before the 
war between the. states and which re- 
sultéd after a duration of ten years in 
the loss of millions of lives. It was 
Frederick Townsend Ward, a soldier of 
fortune, who took charge of the move- 
ment that finally suppressed the rebellion. 
Not only does history record this to 
Ward's credit, but his organization of 
the Chinese was so thorough as to leave 
its impress on the army of China for all 
time. 

Ward was a boy of sixteén when he left 
his home at Salem, Mass., for the more 
congenial life before the mast. For a 
number of years he was a wanderer: on 


one occasion while filling the position of 
mate on a@ schooner he was thrown over- 
board by his crew as his vessel was 
rounding the Horn. Frederick Townsend 
Ward made his way to the Crimea, where 


[on wild-eyed Manchurian soldier 


he joined the French army, finally being 
raised to a HMeutenancy. It was here that 
his passion for arms began’which was to 
make him a general at thirty-five and end 
his life in action two years later before 
the walls of Tseekl. 

In 1860 Ward arrived at Shanghai as the 
mate of a steamer. The Taeping rebellion 
was in full swing and no one seemed 
able to cope with the immense task of 
suppressing it. Ward began his work of 
organization quietly and without the least 
authority of law. He was twice arrested 
by the British and thrown In prison for 
violating the laws of neutrality. He 
escaped, kept doggedly at hig task of or- 
ganization and soon had a body of troops 
that for discipline and courage surpassed 
anything China had ever seen, 


With his legion he assaulted and cap- | 


tured the walled city of Slang Kung, one 
of the strongholds of the rebellion. In 
1862 the legion commanded by Frederick 
Ward consisted of 9,000 troops controlled 
almost wholly by foreign officers. 

With the fall of Tseeki in September, 
1862, the rebellion fell to pieces. Ward, 
who commanded the assault, fel] mortally 
wounded in the engagement and died 
two days afterwards. 

Frederick Ward soon after his arrival 
in China married a Chinese lady of dis- 
tinguished family, whose picture appears 
above with that of Ward’s. During his 
short residence in the empire Ward rose 
to the position of general and made his 
name enduring in China. For his work 
he was paid by the government of China 
the sum of $6,000,000; was made a man- 
darin of the empire and decorated with 
the yellow jacket an@ triple peacock 
feather. 
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that they might acquaint themselves with 
the situation.

H. M. Lofton, general manager of the 
Savannah street railway system, is in the 
city for a day or two on business. Mr. 
Lofton was for a number of years super- 
intendent of the Savannah waterworks 
system, and says he has read -with con- 
sicerable interest the criticisms on the 
Atlanta waterworks system. He says he 
has inspected thé Atlanta system several 
times, and is well acquainted with it. 

“Atlanta should consider herself lucky 
that she has had no worse accident,” he 
said. “Too much is being asked of ihe 
present plant. Atlanta has good puinping 
engines, and they are well taken care of, 
but they are called on to do more than 
they were built to do. These engines 
have been working at an excessive speed, 
and under greater pressure than they 
were built for. There is where the trouble 
lies. The management of the plant should 
te complimented, as it hag continued to 
supply the city with a much larger quan- 
tity of water and at a much greater pres- 
sure than the capacity of the plant would 
warrant. I know the engineers at the 
pumping stations personally, and have no 
hesitancy in saying they are equal in abil- 
ity to any in the country.” 

Mr. Lofton says that Savannah has the 
very same kind of engines as Atlanta, and 
they were put in at the same time, and 
they have never cost the city a dollar for 
breakages since they were putin. This is 
due, he says, to the fact that Savannah 
carries an orainary pressure of fifty 
pounds ahd a fire pressure of scventy 
pounds, while AtfAanta curries an ordinary 
pressure of 120 unds and a fire pressure 
of 150 pounds. 

“Atlanta will be compelled to adopt fire 
engines, and the sooner the better; even if 
the pumping cnginés hold up, some of the 
older water mains will burst wide vpen 
and leave the city at the mercy of the 
flames. Nearly ‘every city of anv im- 
portance ‘n the United States has adopt- 
ed fire engines, and are running tnelr 
pumping engines under an ordinary pres- 
sure. Th2 duties of the modern wiater- 
works are to furnish volume and not pres- 
sure. In many of the larger cities of the 
rorth they have a_ pressure of ([ffron: 
twenty-five to fifty pounds only, while in 
New York they consider themselves lucky 
if they have a fire pressure of twenty-five 
pounds at the plug. Superintendent 
Woodward and his force have done weil 
under extremely adverse circumstances.”’

The reporter’s guide last night I our 
John Bruce, better known 4s Happy 
John.” one of the most unostentatious 
good Samaritans of the city. 

“What are those ,lines in Miss Flora 
McFliimsy. of Madison Square?” Bruce 
asked the reporter as the two climbed the 
old. dark stairway to the squalid tene- 
Or Oh. yes,” he resumed, ‘“‘it is something 
like this: ‘Climb the rickety stair to the 
garret where wretches, the young and 
the old. half starved and half naked lie 
erouched from the cold, then home to 
your wardrobes and say if you dare, 
spoiled children of fashion, you ve noth- 
ing to wear.” 

The children.*were not crying when the 
reporter entered the room, but they had 
been. and John Bruce had given them 
his supper. There is a girl thirteen years 
old. a boy five years, a girl three and a 
bov two and a babe one day old. 

This was tthe picture: The man a phys- 
ical wreck. The woman, an invalid. Four 
iittle children, hungry and almost cioth- 
less. And a wee bit of a baby, not caring 
how the old world wagged along. 

Made a Helpless Cripple. 

A little while ago Jesse Taylor held 
his head high and he would have scorned 
to have had alms come under his roof. 
He was a cotton mill hand at the Chat- 
tahoochee river and made good wages. 
He and his wife and children were happy. 
He met with an accident one day in the 
mill. A belt flew off and struck him 
across the body, leaving him a helplicss 
cripple for life. Then, the fostering hand 
having been laid low, troubles came, 
while “unmerciful @isaster followed fast 
and followed faster,” until the blackest 
gloom of poverty has now shut out the 
last ray of sunshine from the little home. 

Two vears ago Bertha, a pretty littic 
girl, then three years of age, became 
suddenlv ill and from that day was puny 
and stckly. She slept but little and 
scarcely ever ate, and all the time she 
was a physical sufferer. 

Her case baffled the physicians. First 
there was throat trouble, then there was 
stomach trouble and then lung trouble. 
At one time she had\ severe hemorrhages 
from the lungs and the physicians at iast 
thought they had located the trouble. 
But after awhile the lungs healed and 
later complications came which reduced 
the child to skin and bones. She ceased to 
grow and is now dwarfed and stunted. 


She Had Swallowed a Needle. 


Two weeks ago Mrs, Taylor, while bath- 
ing the little girlfi felt the sharp point of 
a needle barely protruding from the 
child’s left side. A physician was sum- 
moned and he cut out the needle. 

Two years ago the girl had swallowed a 
needle, the physicians all say that now, 
and for two vears it worked its way 
through her body, giving her all her pains 
and sufferings. It is belleved she may 
now entirely recover with proper nursing. 

Yesterday Mrs. Taylor gave birth to her 
fifth child. 

“Somebody must help these poor peo- 
ple,” said John Bruce when he left the 
room, : 

It is certainly a family of much calami- 
tv. The new baby is not exactly as well 
fixed as ‘the new heir at the Vanderbilt 
Biltmore house. 

Taylor is a man who seems to be keenly 
alive to the utter destitution that sur- 
rounds himself and family. 

“But, my God,’ he cries out, ‘what 
can a poor cripple wretch like me do? I 
would be willing to walk through fire for 
them. but what can I do?’’ 

And the children stand about his knee 
and cry for bread, while the wail of the 
little sufferer from the strange accident 
is the most pitiful of all.

bell amid the uproar. The referee rush- 
ed between them, sending them to their 
corners, and this is where Sharkey says 
he would have finished Fitgsimmons in 
ten seconds more, 

In the second round Sharkey, having 
gained vonfidence from his Knucking 
Fitzsimmons down in the previous round, 
went for his man as if to annihilate him, 
but Pitgsimmouns haying the cdoler head 
and better judgment, oOutgeneraled the 
younger man, who seemed to lose al] coi- 
trol of himself in his frantic endeavors to 
Jand on Fitzsimmons, Fitssimmons 
stepped in with a crushing right to the 
body and a ready left to the jaw, wiuile 
the best Sharkey could do was to swing 
a left which landed in the middle of Fitz- 
Simmons's back. 

There was fearful force behind his biow, 
as Fitzsimmons said after the fight: that 
he felt as if he had-been hit with a pick- 
ax’in the smal] of the back. Fitzsim- 
mons’s coolness never forsook him, and 
he watched Sharkey’s wild efferis witb 
evident satisfaction, as the sailor was 
leaving nimself very open. Vitzsimiacns 
Stepped into him and Hhterally batlered 
Sharkey down with right on the body and 
lefts and rights on the head. Sharkey 
took the count and came up groggy. He 
Staggered back 1 the ropes, with Mtz- 
simmons hot after him. Sharkey was 
then unable to protect himself, and Fitz- 
simmons sent that fearful right once more 
to the body, following up with right and 
left to the body. Sharkey wabbied, but 
still had strength enough to keep on his 
feet. Fitzsimmons stepped in again with 
another right on the body, following twice 
with rights and lefts on head and finished 
his work and the fight with a stinging 
left hook on the jaw, which sent Sharkey 
down and out. 

It was a short, but hard fight, in which 
Fitzsimmons vroved his superiority, and 
it is just possible that another meéting 
with Jeffries will result in Fitzsimmons 
again winning the title of heavy-weight 
champion of the world. 

About 6,000 people saw the bout, but if 
they had not been extra good-natured, 
they would have left the clubhouse long 
before the fight was put on. The man- 
agement was in bad odor for three hours, 
during which time the 6,000 penned-up 
sports swelitered and fumed in the heated 
ciubhouse where there was little or no 
ventilation. The preliminary bout fell 
through, and another had to be substi- 
tuted, which caused a delay of at least 
an hour anda half. When the boys be- 
gan fighting it was seen they knew noth- 
ing of the game, and their work in the 
ring was so ridiculous that the onlookers 
took it as a huge joke instead of resent- 
ing it as a gold brick. Never was such a 
poor exhibition put up in any clubhouse, 
no matter how small, in this vicinity in

PROCLAMATION—State of Georgia, 
Executivé Office, Atlanta.—Submitting 
constitutional amendment regarding pen- 
sions for the widows of conféderate sol- 
diers to a vote of the people at the next 
géneral election. 

Whereas, the general assembly of 1899 
passed by a constitutional majority the 
following act, to-wit: 

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph 1, of the constftution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said section, article and paragraph to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reason of age and poverty, or infirmity 
and poverty, or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves, 
and for other purposes.”’ 

Section 1. Be is enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted -by authority of the same, that sec- 
tion 1. article 7, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of Georgia be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “service’’ in the 13th line, the fol- 
lowing words: “‘or who, by reason of age 
and poverty, or infirmity and poverty, or 
blindness and poverty are unable to earn 
a living for themselves,” so that said 
section, when so amended, will read as 
follows, to-wit: “To supply the soldiers 
who lost a limb, or limbs in the military 
service of the confederate states, wit 
substantial artificial Himbs, during life; 
and to make suitable provisions for such 
confederate soldiers as may have been 
otherwise disabled or permanently injured 
in such service;-.or who 4! reason of 
age arfd poverty, or infirmity and pov- 
erty or blindness and poverty, are unable 
to provide a living for themselves, and 
for the widows ox such confederate sol- 
diers as may have died-in the service of 
the confederate states, or since, from 
wounds received therein, or disease con- 
tracted in the service, or who, by rea- 
son of age and poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves: 
provided that the act shall only apply to 
such widows as Were married at the time 
of such service, and have remained un- 
married since the death of such soldier 
husband.”’

The Atlanta Ratlway and Power Com- 
pany and not the Central Trust Com- 
pany of New York is the plaintiff in 
the suit instituted against the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, the power com- 
pany and the city by the trust com- 
pany. 

This became a fact yesterday morn- 
ing when Judge John 8, Candler, in ihe 
Fulton superior court, announced that 
the New York trust company hda¥_ no 
standing in court, as he was certain its 
interests were not in jeopardy, as had 
been -intimated in the original petition 
to the court filed several weeks ago. 

Following this decision Colonel John B. 
Goodwin, leading counsel for the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company, filed an 
order with the court, at the same time 
asking that his company be stricken 
as defendant in the case and be recognized 
as party plaintiff, Judge Candler signed 
this order and thé case will now proceed 
with the power company opposing the 
Atlanta Rapid Transit Company. 

It may be remembered that when the 
Central Trust Company filed its suit 
claim was made that, under authority 
vested in it by the legislature of Georgia, 
the Atlanta Street Ratflroad Company, 
for which the trust company was trus- 
tee for a large issue of bonds, had the 
exclusive rights to the thoroughfares of 
the city for street railway purposes. At 
the hearing which occurred yesterday 
this contention was refuted by the other 
Side, Jack Spalding appearing for the 
Rapid Transit company. He stated that 
the Hurt and Glazier ordinance of ten 
years ago set aside whatever exclusive 
rights the old company had to the 
streets. 

Evidence Was Introduced. 

At the beginning of the hearing evi- 
dence was introduced. by the trust com- 
pany to show its authority as trustee 
and the other side presented affidavits 
to the effect that these interests would 
not be interfered with by the condemna- 
tion proceedings. Captain ClHfford An- 
derson, one of the counsel for the trust 
company, began the argument. He spoke 
for some time in support of the plead- 
ings made in the petition to the court. 

Colonel Spalding then spoke, for the 
Rapid Transit company and Judge Can- 
dler announced his intention to hold that 
the trust company had no standing in 
court. He said that as the company 
was trustee for about $225,000 remaining 
bonds and had property security worth 
about $3,000,000, he did not see how its 
interests could be affected. 

Colonel Goodwin at this point in the 
proceedings announced that his company 
had filed an answer to the petition of 
the trust company in which the power 
company joined With the plaintiffs in 
all the pleadings so far as they affected 
its interests. I/2 contended that as his 
company’s tracks were the ones sought 
to be occupied by the cars of the other 
company, he considered that the Atlanta 
Railway and Power Company was very 
much interested in the case, 80 much 
so that it wished to be made party 
plaintiff instead of being one of the de- 
fendants. 

The other side immediately interposed 
objection to this view of the matter, but 
the court signed the order making the 
power company party plaintiff as asked. 
During Captain Anderson’s argument he 
submitted a map, stating that it repre- 
sented the route originaly granted the 
Rapid Transit company in the northern 
part of the city, but which, he stated, 
had been abandoned, the company re- 
petitioning to be allowed to take another 
route which would necessitate their cop- 
demning the power company’s tracks for 
several blocks on Peachtree street. 

Hearing Continues Today. 

The hearing yesterday occupied the en- 
tire morning, the court adjourning at J 
o’clock for the day. Judge Candler an- 
nounced that the hearing would be_re- 
sumed this morning at 10 o’clock. Porter

PRISONER MAKES HIS ESCAPE. 


Handcuffed to a Chair, He Managed 
To Slip His Hands Through 


the Nippers. 

While Turner Mitchell, alias H. Smith, 
a prisoner who had just been bound over 
for burglary, was waiting handcuffed to 
a chair to be taken to the Tower, he 
slipped his shackles and made his es- 
cape from Jusfce Landrum’s court yes- 
terday afternoon.

DeKalb County Man Must Die Hext 
Tuesday. 


Wo GROUND TO INTERFERE 


Governor Candler Calls the Applica- 
tion a Very Weak One. 


A PERSONAL APPEAL FROM SHARPE 


Condemned Man, in a Letter to the 
Governor, Begged To Be Spared 
a Day or Two Longer.

Hiram Sharpe, the DeKalb county wife 
slayer, will pay the penalty of his crime 
on the gallows next Tuesday at 12 
o’clock. At! a late hour last night Gov- 
ernor Candler acted on the petition of 
Sharpe’s counsel for a commutation of 
sentenee to life imprisonment, announc- 
ing afterwards that he could find noth- 
ing whatever ine the showing made to 
warrant any interference on the part 
of the executive. The appeal for clem- 
ency made by Sharpe was, on the whole, 
the weakest of any placed in the govern- 
or’s hands tn many months and after go- 
ing over the evidence last night it took 
that official but a few moments to sign 
the. order refusing the petition. 

Sharpe killed his wife with a gun, 
claiming that the shot was fired at her 
accidentally. The state could show no 
malice on his part, except the malice en- 
tertained against his mother-in-law, who 
‘was with Sharpe’s wife at the time of 
the shooting. No attempt was made to 
prove that the condemned was or is in- 
sane. 

Yesterday Governor Candler received 
from Hiram Sharpe a letter written from 
his cell in the county jail. The appeal 
contained in the missive was a pitiful 
one and it asked that one or two days 
longer of life be sparéd him in order that 
the members of his family who were sick 
could come to see him before he paid 
the penalty of his crime. 

Governor Candler answered the letter 
by return mail expressing his sympathy 
for Sharpe, but notifying him that he 
had not considered the facts of his case 
and before doing that could grant no 
personal request ffom the condemned. 

Governor Candler stated yesterday, ih 
referring to the personal appeal of 


| Sharpe that his life be Spared a day or 


two longer, that the letter. had aroused 
his sympathy, but to his mind the sen- 
tence of a court! was a serious thing and 
not to be interfered with except under 
extreme conditions,
